All Offences, Damages, Loffes, Injuries, which 
the Nations and People of Great Britain and Spain 
have at any time heretofore, upon what Caufe or 
Pretext foever, fuffered by cach other in America, 
fhall be expunged out of Remembrance, and buried 
in Oblivion, asif no fuch thing had ever pafs'd. __ 

Moreover, it isagreed, That the moft Serene King 
of Great Britain, his Heirs and Succeffors, fhall have, 
hold, keep and enjoy for Ever, with plenary Right 
of Sovereignty, Dominion, Poffeflion and Property, 
ail chofe a Regions, Iflands, Colonies, and 
Places whatioever, being or fituate in the Weft Indies, 
or in any Part of America, which the faid King of 
Great Britain and his Subje€ts do at prefent hold and 
poflefs; fo as that in regard thereof, or upon any 
Colour or Pretence whatfoever, nothing more may or 
ought to be urged, nor a | Queftion or Controverfy 
be ever moved concerning the fame hereafter. 

And the Treaty of Utrecht concluded in the Year 
1313, again confirmed the Poffeffion of all Carolina 
in the Crown of Great Britain. 

And in the Year 1729, the Parliament of Great 
Britain purchafed for his Majefty from the Lords 
Proprietors, the whole Province of Carolina, bound- 
ed to the 29th Degree, in the Manner above-men- 
tioned ; which comprehends North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia. By which it indifputably ap- 
pears, that the two laft are within the Territories of 
the King of Great Britain, as well as the firft. And 
this Right hath been continually maintained by the 
Crown of Great Britain, who hath encouraged Peo- 
ple from all Nations to refort_to and fertle in the {aid 
Colonies, which they have done with their Effects 
and Families, greatly to the Benefit of the Britith 
Nation: Forthe Exports to and Imports from thofe 
Colonies, do amount to feveral Hundred thoufand 
Pounds Sterling yearly.
